HEIGHT GUIDELINES 


/ = Guest may ride if at least this tall. 


S = Asupervising companion is someone who meets all the requirements 
to ride the ride themselves, is 14 years of age or older, and demonstrates 
appropriate observed behavior. Supervising companions are responsible 
for ensuring the guest remains seated properly —- where applicable -—and 
follows all rules and regulations. 


C= Child’s Area-Guest must be accompanied by child. 


# = Please refer to the Guest Assistance Guide, ride signs or ride personnel 
for other restrictions (i.e. age/weight) and/or infant definitions. 


L =Life jackets are required. 


PLEASE RIDE SAFELY 


Section 408.668 of Act 225 of the Michigan Carnival-Amusement Safety Act 
of 1966 describes that riders must obey all warnings and operator instructions 
(written and verbal) regarding amusement park rides and behave in a manner 
that will not cause or contribute to injury to themselves or others. 


As arider, you are responsible for your own safety. Please read this 

brochure and all instructional signage before riding. Listen to and follow 

all operation instructions. Any person who intentionally removes a safety 
restraint, violates a park safety policy, or appears to be under the influence of 
alcohol or chemical intoxicants will be removed from the park without a refund. 


Additional restrictions such as special seating may apply. 
Ride requirements are subject to change. 


NOTE: Information for guests with disabilities is available at the Group Sales 
Office, Guest Services, Cabana Check-in or First Aid. 


HELPFUL INFORMATION 


1. Admission to Michigan’s Adventure does not include RipCord which is an 
extra charge attraction. Re-entry ticket must be obtained, upon exit, for 
park re-entry. Parking fees are charged. Full size busses park free of charge. 


2. Fora complete operating schedule, please visit www.miadventure.com. 
Due to capacity restraints and other factors, some locations may 
not be available. 


3. Michigan’s Adventure offers discounts for groups of 15 or more. Catered 
events are also available for groups of 25 or more. Please contact our 
Group Sales Office in advance of your visit for more information at 
231.766.9959, or visit our website, miadventure.com. 


4. Due to maintenance and other circumstances, certain rides and attractions 
may not be available. For everyone’s safety, some rides may be closed 
during periods of rain, lightning and other extreme weather conditions. 


5. Food, beverages, picnic baskets and coolers are NOT permitted in the 
park. Grilling is prohibited in the parking lot. 


6. For your protection, height and safety requirements will be enforced on 
rides and attractions. Not all rides will accommodate persons of larger size. 
Height measurements for water attractions are taken in bare feet. 


7. Dates, hours, prices and schedules are subject to change without notice. 
No rain checks or refunds. 


8. WildWater Adventure is open only when the temperature is 65 degrees or 
higher. We reserve the right to not open the waterpark if the temperature 
does not reach 65 degrees within 2 hours of our scheduled opening time. 


GUEST INFORMATION 


Bag Search Michigan’s Adventure reserves the right to search any bags 
and accessories carried or found on park premises. We recommend you 
leave all non-essential items in your vehicle. 


Cameras Use of camera phones, video recording devices or still 
photography cameras is prohibited in any restroom or waterpark 
changing area as well as onall rides and attractions. 


Dress Code Shirts, shorts, and shoes must be worn in the amusement 
park at all times, including entering or leaving. Swimwear must be 
sufficiently covered. Profanity, obscene gestures, obscene statements, 
pictures of illegal substance, insignia of para-military groups, all gang 
related items on clothing, as well as costumes or disguises that conceal 
identity, are prohibited. Michigan’s Adventure reserves the right to 
refuse admission to anyone who refuses to comply with the dress code 
summarized above. 
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Guests with Disabilities Information for guests with disabilities is 
available at the Group Sales Office, Guest Services, Cabana Check-in or 
First Aid. 


Family Changing Area There is a family changing area located in the 
waterpark. 


First Aid Basic First Aid is available at the First Aid Building, located 
between the amusement park and the waterpark, and at Cabana 
Check-in, located in the waterpark. Guests with medicine that needs to 
be stored in a cool place can bring it to the First Aid Building. 


KidTrack System Michigan's Adventure offers a guest service to quickly 
reunite separated children and their parents who have cell phones. 
Inquire at Guest Services, Group Sales, First Aid or Cabana Check-in.

Line Jumping This is NOT a sport! Line jumping is defined as: cutting 
in front of a guest already waiting in line, leaving a line, then trying to 
re-enter the line at the same point, or saving a space for someone. This 
includes using restrooms, purchasing food and drink, and securing 
items with non-riders. Line jumping, regardless of reason, could result 
in dismissal from the park. 
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Lost & Found Lost & Found may be picked up at Guest Services near 
the entrance of the park or at Cabana Check-in in the waterpark. Items 
not found are claimed online at www.miadventure.com/lostandfound. 
Unclaimed items will be disposed of or given to charity within 48 hours 
to 14 days. FOR YOUR SAFETY, DO NOT ENTER UNAUTHORIZED 
AREAS. You may be seriously injured if you enter an unauthorized area. 
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Paging Michigan’s Adventure does not have a paging system. Please 
make sure that your group knows when and where to meet. Lost 
children and adults are directed to Guest Services in the amusement 
park and Cabana Check-in in the waterpark. 


Smoking For the convenience of all our guests, smoking of any kind, 
including vapor and e-cigarettes, is only permitted in the parking lot. 
Smoking is not permitted inside Michigan’s Adventure. 


Life Jackets In wave pools, life jackets are required for guests who are 
less than 52” tall in bare feet, participants with a history of seizures 
(or similar medical conditions) or heart conditions, or those who are 
inexperienced or non-swimmers. In the Lazy River, and while riding 
Snake Pit and Cyclone Zone, life jackets are required for guests who are 
less than 48” tall in bare feet. Guests who are less than 42” tall must 
wear life jackets and be accompanied by supervising companions in 
wave pools and the Lazy River. Life jackets are available for all guests. 
They may be obtained near the wave pools and at Cabana Check-In. All 
life jackets must be Coast Guard approved.

at Guest Services. There is a limited quantity of rental items; each is 
available ona first-come, first-served basis.

Arm floaties 
or flotation swimsuits which are not Coast Guard approved are not 
allowed. Guests who require a diaper must wear a swim diaper to 
participate in waterpark attractions. Infant and toddler swim diapers 
are available for purchase at WildWater Outfitters, located at the 
entrance to the waterpark. 


Supervise your children at all times. Children may be “officially”

Line Closing Lines for attractions may close early to accommodate park 
closing times. 


Alcoholic Beverage Policy You must be 21 years of age to purchase, 
possess, or consume alcoholic beverages. Alcoholic beverages must 
be consumed within designated areas. All alcohol sales will end one 
hour prior to scheduled park closing time. Guests are prohibited from 
bringing alcoholic beverages into the park. Failure to comply with park 
personnel is cause for dismissal from the park with no refund given. 


Lifeguard Testing To maintain skills and ensure their continued 

| preparedness, lifeguards may be tested during the operating day. You 
may witness unannounced CPR and lifeguard rescue simulations during 
your time in the waterpark. 


Behavior If at any time during your visit, your behavior is not what is 
deemed appropriate for a family amusement park or you refuse to 
follow established policies or procedures, you will be required to leave 
park property. No refunds will be issued.
